Dear Siis. I am charging political interference by 


your office in the lawful circulation under the Seventh 
Amendment to the Constitution of Arkansas of the Pe- 
titions to r.efer the 3% Soles Tax to a popular vote, being 
the Sponsor of said Petitions. 


This week I established state headquarters for the 


circulation of these Petitions in Room 207, Grady Mann- 
ing Hotel, Little Rock. I was in that room at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon preparing to return to Hope for the week- 
end when the office manager reported to me that after 
she had mcide the initial contact with your office to inter- 
view job-hunters who might want to work for us as can- 
vassers your office called her back and told her the ESD 
had been served with a bulletin forbidding it to "produce 
workers in a matter involving a political Controversy." 


I then telephoned your office myself and asked 


what person in the ESD had made that second call to my 
headquarters. A Miss Frances Mallory told me she had 
made it. 


I asked her to read the buljetin to me. She said it 


had been issued "some time ago; it was in the files; and 
not immediately available." 


I pointed out to her: 
1. That the 3% 
Sales Tax Petitions are not "a 


political controversy," but merely the instrument estab- 
lished by the State Constitution to obtain a popular vote 
— and in any event the Employment Security Division has 
no discretionary authority whatever to interfere in a con- 
stitutional matter. Its sole purpose as a state agency is 
to find people legitimate jobs — and I was offering said 
jobs. 


2. The ESD "bulletin" referred to by Miss Mallory is 


a secret and most unusual reversal of public policy — for 
this same organization furnished me with canvassers 
whenever requested to do so in the circulation in 1955 of 
the Animal Feed Exemption Petition, of which I also was 
Sponsor. 


3. I have the right to know who issued this politi- 


cally-inspired "bulletin" and why the ESD is mixing in 
affairs other than employment — because the .ESD is 
supported solely by contributions from employers and I 
am a contributor,; as.the executive officer of two Arkansas 
companies. I would like to know at just what point the 
ESD left off serving the unemployed with these company 
contributions and began issuing' "bulletins" in -direct 
conflict with constitutional rights of Arkansas citizens. -•- 


4. I asked Miss "Mallory if she wished to reconsider 


her position, or intended to stand on the langupge of Her 
"bulletin." She told me: "I am under orders'-— I shall 
• 


have to stand on the bulletin." 


I told her that I would therefore give my story to the 


press associations, would write this explecit letter to the 
ESD on my return to Hope tonight — and would post the 
Petition's attorney on the matter; the same being Mn 
Wrrv.M. Moorhead, pf Stuttgart. Which I have done. And, 
let me remind you that what you have done has been 
done while the clock is running against me. — ALEX. H.

kansas from petitioning for a popular vote,. There has 
been ah abrupt and ominous change of policy in this 
agency since 1955 when it freely furnished me with 
workers for the Petition to obtgin a popular vote on the 
Animal Feed Tax Exemption law, 


Time being of the.utmost importance, as my dead- 


line for filing required Signatures on the Petitions is June 
',12, I earnestly gsk for-a federal investigation of the Ar- 
kansas Employment'' Security Division,-— ALEX.
